THE PACIFIC RAILROAD. 


I would again express e most decided opin- 
ion in favor of the construction of a Pacific 
Railroad, for the reason stated in my two last 
anuual messager. When I ieflect upon what 
would te the defenseless cond: ion of our S ates 
and Terii:ories west of the Rock Mountains in 
case of a war with a naval power sufficiently 
strong to interrupt all in ercourse with them b, 
the routes across the Isthmus, I am stil 
more couvinced than ever of the vast importance 
of this railroad. I have never doubted the con- 
stitutional competency of Congress to provide 
for its construction, but this exclusively unde: 
the war-making power. besides, the Const:‘u- 
tion expressly rquires, as au imperative duty, 
that “the United States shall pro ect each of 
them (the States) agawet invasion.” I am ata 
loss lo conceive how this protection can be af- 
forded to Californm aud O egon against such o 
naval power by eny other means. I repeat the 
opinion contained ia my la-t annus] meesnge, 
tbat st would be inex;pedient for the Governmen! 
do andert ke ‘his great work by agents of i's 
own sppomtiment and ender its irect and exclu- 
suecontrol. would increase the patrouage 
if the Executive to a dange: ous extent, and would 
foster a system of jotbing end which 
no vigilance on tle partot Federal ffi las 
prevent. The construction of this oed ought, 
therefore to be jutrusted to incorporated com 
panies, or other egencies who would + xercise that 
vigilant end active supervision over it which cau 
be inspired alone by a seuse of corporate and indi- 
vicual interest. I venture to assert that the addi- 
tional cost of tru sporting troops, munitions of 
wer, and necessary supplies for the army across 
the vast intervening plains to our possessions on 
the Pacific coast would be greater la such a war 
than the whole amount required to cor suuct the 
road. And yet this resort would, after all, be 
inadequate for their defense and protection. 


RETRENCHMENT.

THE DEPARTMENTS. 


It will appear from the Report of the Secre- 
tery of War that the army expenditures have 
been materially reduced by « system of rigid 
economy “which, in bie opinion, offers every 
guaranty that the reduction will be permanent. 
Tie estimates of the Department for the nex: 
have been reduced nearly two millions of dol- 
lars below the estimates for the present fiscal! 
year, and balf a million of duilars below the 
awount gtanted for this year at the last ss 
sion of Congress. 

The expeuditure of the Post-Office Depart. 
ment during the past fiscal year, ending on the 
z0th June, 1859. exciusive of payments for mail 
service epeciaily provided for by Congress out 
of the general treasury, atnounted to $14,964,- 
493 33, and ite receipts to $7 968,484 U7; hon 
ing a deficiency to be supplied from the trea- 
bur) of $6 996,009 26, against $5 235 677 15 
for the year ending solb June, 1858. ‘The in- 
creased cost of transportation growing out of 
the expansion of the service required by Con- 
gress explains thie rapid augmentation of the 
expendicures. It is gratifying, bewever, to 
observe an increase of receipts for tbe year 
ending ou the 30th June, 1859, + qual to 8481, 
691 21, compered with those in the year ending 
on Vib June, 1858. 

It ie estimated that the deficiency for the 
current fiscal yer will be $5 958,424 04, bur 
that for the year er dine June 30, 1801, it will 
pot exceed $1,342,473 90, should Congress 
adopt the measures of reform proposed and 
urged by the Postmaster-General. Since the 
month of March, retrenchments bave heen 
made inthe expenditures amounting to $1.826 - 
471 annually, which, bowever, did not take 
ef-ct until after the commencement of the 
present fiscal year. The periou seems to bave 
arrived for determining the question whether 
this Department shall become a permament 
and ever-increasing charge u pon the Treasury, 
or shall be permitied to resume the self. sus- 
taining policy whicb had long controlled ites 
administration. The course of legislation re- 
commended by the Postmaster- General for the 
relief of the Department from its present em- 
Darrasements, and for restori: g it to its origina! 

independence, ie deserving of your early and 
earnent considera! ion. 

In co clusion, I would again commend to 
the juat liberality of Congress the local inter- 
ests of the District of Colambia. Surely the 
city bearing the name of Washington, and des 
tined, I trust, for ages to be the capital of our 
united, free. and prosperous Confederacy, has 
strong claims on our favorable regard.

REPORTS OF THE DEPART- 
MENTS. 


THE TREASURY REPORT. 


The Secretary of the Treasury in his 
report does not doubt that the receipts 
ot the treasury for the present and next 
fiscal years will be fully equal to the 
estimates, if the appropriations made 
at the present session do not exceed 
the amount contained in the estimates. 
It is believed that they can be met with 
the ordinary and extraordinary receipts 
already provided by law. The estima- 
ted balance that will be in the treasury 
on the 30th June next is only 83,530, 
000, and leaves no margin for addi- 
tional appropriations. If, therefore, 
the appropriations should exceed the es- 
timates, or Congress should determine 
to provide within this period for the 
* of any portion of the public 
debt, it will become necessary to make 
a provision for such contingencies. 

f additional demands are created 
on the Treasury by Legislation in the 
present Congress, provision must be 
made to meet them by such an increase 
of tariff duties as may be required for 
that purpose. In such an event, he 
respectfully refers Congress to his last 
report as containing the views of the 
Department on that subject. 

As no provision has been made for 
the permament redemption of any por- 
tion of the twenty millions of Treasury 
notes, and as the authority for issuing 
them expires on the 30th of June next, it 
it will be necessary for Congress to 
extend the law for that purpose for 
another period. 


THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL’S REPORT. 


The Postmaster-General gives an in- 
teresting account of the affairs of the 
Department. He advocates various re- 
forms,and trusts that Congresswill eith- 
er give itsexpress sanctior. to the speciic 
contracts for carryicg the mails between 
Portland and New-Orleans, by voting 
the necessary appropriation, or else that 
it will indicate lor the Department such 
a course of admixistration as shall war- 
rant it in closing some of the proposals 
which have beea received, and which are 
now held under advisement. He urges 
action, so as to secure suitable Post- Of- 
ficers for New York and Philadelphia. 

lie recommends the repeal of the 
clause of the act of 1858, which declares 
that in forwarding the mails to fore ign 
countries, the preference shall be given 
to an American over a foreign steamship 
when departing from the same port for 
the sume destination within three days 
of each other. Dispatch is the highest 
clement in the mission of this Depart- 
ment; and hence that legislation 
which provides for retarding instead o/ 
accelerating the mails, may be safely 
pronounced at least extraordinary in its 
character. 

The Post Office Department,accordir g 
to the theory of its organization, should 
be self-sustaining, and because of the 
peculiar character of its functions sho Id 
not be acharge on the common treasury. 
The Post-master General advocates the 
abolition of the franking privilege and 
the substitution of prepay ment by stamps, 
when its abuses would fall where they 
belong. on the gove:nment officials by 
whom they were perpetrated. 

THE NAVAL REPORT. 

The Secretary of the Navy, speaking 
of the successful termination of the Par- 
guay expeditions says, that the cost of 
maintaining the seven purchased vessel · in 
commission was much greater than that 
cf mantaining A single steam ſrigate, and 
that their acquisition has enabled the de- 

artment to adopt more efficient measures 
for the suppression of the African slave- 
trade. 

Since the commencement of the pres 
ent Adminstration twenty steam vessels 
have been added to the Navy. He re-
